HE Prefidentſhip of St. Mary Mag- 
 dalin Colledge, in the Univerſi 
of Oxon, being void by the dea 
of Dr. Hexry Clerk, late Prefident 
of the ſame, rhe Vice-Preſident 
ave notice to all the Fellows preſent in the 
Erappel, on Thurſday the 31 of March, 1687 3

Then thg thirteen Senjour Fellows being met 
to Ele& one of theſe two Prefident ;-and e- 
very one of them ſworn accarding to the Sta- 
tute ; eleven of them EleRed Mt. Hough, who 
wap ncoordlagy ronounc'd Prefidene of Sr. 
Mary Magdalen egos in 0x0n. by the Sc- 
nlour Scrutatour, in the preſence of all the 
Fellows: and Mr. Maynard was appointed by 
the thirteen Seniour Feljows, to preſent the 
ſaid Preſident EleQ, to the Viſitaur, in order 
to his Admiſſion. After this, Mr, Thompſon and 
Mr. Charngck declared, Viva voce for Mr. For- 
mer ; according to his Majeſty's Letter. 

Saturday, April 16th, Mr. Hough, Preſident 
Ele&, was preſented to the Viſrour by Mr. 
Mayngrd, who at the (ame time delivered to 
his Lordſhip an Inſtrument under the Co)- 
ledge Seal, containing the Proceedings of the 
Ejection ; after a ſight whereof, Mr. Hough 
was Sworn and Admitted Preſident by his 
Lardſhip, according to the Statutes. 

Sunday, April 17th, Nr. Hough at his return 
to the Colledge, took che ſame Oath again be- 
fore the Soclety, and afterwards, as Preſi- 
dent, took his Seat in the Chappel, at four a 
Clock Prayers in the Afternoon.

Pon the Notice of the Death of Dr. Hexry 
Clark, Lare Preſident of St. Mary Mag- 

daltn Colledge in Oxon ; the Vice-Prefident 
called a Meeting of the Fellows, 1n order to 
appoint a day for the Ele&ion of a new Prefi- 
ent. The 13th of April was the day pre- 
fix'd ; with power to prorogue the EleQtion 
tothe 15th, as they ſhould ſee cauſe, 
which time ir was not in their power to defer 
the fame. This being ayes. a Citation, or 
Premonition was fix'd 'vpon the Chappel- 
door of the College GIS ſame; and 
ſummoning all the abſent Fellows to repair 
home to t onſiing HOIEG as the Sratute 
in that caſe dire&ts.

Tou cannot ' but know His Majeſty is 
Jour Supream Ordinary. Tou cannot but 
bave read in Bratton, who was twenty 
years Lord Chief Fuſtict under King Hen- 
ry the third : Nemo Preſumart de fattis 
ejas diſquirere ne dum contra fatum e- 
jus venire: All Diſobedience imploys Pride: 
For no man can diſobey bis Governor , bat 
be who thinks himſelf wiſer. The Repu- 
tation and Honour of a Princd at bone, 
and Hu Ryſpeft abroad, art chief Stand- 
ards of a Government. But thiſe Pillars 
as much as in you lits, you have endta- 
vour'd to ſhake.

And indeed there- is 
not a greater fign of Hypocriſie, than par- 
tial obedience. Had you any reſpett to the 
Father of your Country , and your Mother 
the Church,you would baue Sacrificed your 
pretended Scruples , as a pract-offering to 
to the King, The beſt of 1 1 am ſurt,have 
reaſon to beg God and the Kings pardon. 
But you, as if His Maye ? Rtiigned by 
courtefie, would have a King under you, 
but none over you- Tou weed the obſer- 
wvance of your Statutts,of which as it hath 
appeared, you bave not been ſo conſtant ob» 
ſervers, when your ownbumonr prompes you 
to 4 diſpenſation, thin you can readily em- 
brace it; witneſs but that of being ſerved 
yy Maſculos , by which great Scandals 
ve come to this Society by reaſon of Ba- 
ftards. 

But when the King interpoſed, in whoſe 
power alone it is to diſpence with them, 
then you preſently aft according to ſuch 
methods as theſe. Nont of theſe pretences 
will taſe you with wiſe and ſober men. 

This was the onely oppoſition His Ma- 
jeſty in bis Progreſs received : Whert-ever 
his Sacred Majeſty came, be worked a mi- 
raculous Converſion, except in Oxford ; 
and ſo far ſatisfied tvery one with the e- 
quity of his Proceedings, that none went 
away diſcontented from bis Preſence, unleſs 
it was for this rtafos, that they could not 
enjoy it any longer.
